Of that fad and deplorable Fire, that hapned and brake

New F iſhfireet, which falling out at that hour of the night, and in a quarter of the Town fo cloſe built with wooden pitched houſes, 
ſpread it ſelf ſo far before day, and with ſuch diſtra&ions to the Inhabitants and Neighbours, that care was not taken for the timely 
preventing the further diffuſion of it by pulling down houſes,as ought to have been; ſo that this lamentable Fire in a ſhort time became too 
big to be maſteted by any Engine or working neer it. It fell our moſt unbappily too, That a violent Eaſterly wind icmerted it, and kept it 
burning all chat day, and the night following, ſpreading it ſelt up to Grace-Chareh ſtreet, and Cownwards from Cannen ſtreet to the water ſide 
2s far as the Three Cranes in the Nint. The People in all parts about it diſtracted with tte vaſtneſs of it, and their particular care to carry 
away their Goods, many attempts were made to prevent the ſpreading of it, by pulling down Houſes, and making great Intervals ; but all 
in vain, the Fire ſeiſing upon'tke Timber and Rubbiſh, and ſo continuing it ſelf, even through rhoſe fpaces, and raging in a bright Flame all 
Monday and Tueſday, notwithſtanding his Majeſt ies own, and his Royal Highreſs's indefatigable and perſonall pains to apply all poſſible re- 
medies to prevent it, calling upcn, and kelping the preple with their Gyards 3and a great number of Nobility and Gentry unweariedly aſ- 
- ſiting therein, for which they were requited with a thouſand bleſſings from the poor diſtreſſed people. By the favour of God the Wind 
flackned a little on Taeſdaꝝ night, and the Flame meeting with Brick buildings at the Temple, by little and little it was obſerved to loſe 
it's force on that fide, ſo that on Vedneſday morning, we began to hope well, and his Royal Highneſs never diſpairing or ſlackaing his perſo- 
nal care, wrought ſo well that day, aſſiſted in ſome parts by the Lords of the Councel before and behind it, that a ſtop was pnt to it at the 
Temple (hurch, neer Holborn: bridge, Pie corner, «Alderſ-gate, (ripple gate, neer tte lower end uf Colemanſtreet, at the end of Baſing· ball ſtreet 
by the Poſftern, at the upper end of 3 iſbepſegate fireet, and Laden. hall. ſtreet, at the Standard in Cornbil, at the Church in Fan church. ſtreet, neet 
Chthworkees-ball in Mining laue, at the middle of Hark: lane, and at the Tower dock, On thurſday by the bleſſing of God it was wholy bear 
down and extinguiſhed ; but ſo as that Evening it unbappily burſt out again afreſh at the Temple, by the falling of ſome ſparks (as is ſuppoſed) - 
up2na pile cf, Wcoden buildings, But his Royal Higtn« ſs who watched there that whole night in Perſo2, by the great labours and diligence 
uſed, and eſpecially Powder to blow up the Hoſes about it, before day moſt happily maſtered te. Di, ers Strangers, D#tch-and French, were, 
during the Fire, apprehended, upon ſuſpition that they contributed miſchiovcully to ir, whoare all Impriſoned, and Informations prepared to 
make a ſevere inquifitien thereupon by my Lord Chief Juſtice Keeling, aſſiſted by ſome of the Lords of the Privy Councel, and ſome prin- 
cipal Mernbers of the City i notwithſtanding which ſuſpiticas, the manner of the buruing all along in 2 Train, and ſo blown forwards in 
all it's way by firorg winds, makes us cenelude, the whole was the effect of an unhappy chance, or to ſpeak betet, the heavy hand of God 
upon us for our fins, ſhewing us the terrour of his Judgment in thus raifing the fire; and immediately after, his miraculous, and never enough 
to be acknowledged Merey in putting a ſtop to it when we were inthe laſt deſpair, and that all attempts for the quenching it, however in- 
duſtriouſly purſued, ſeemed inſufficiene. His Majeſty then ſat hourly in Councel, and ever ſinee hath continued making rounds about the 
City in all parts of it where the danger and miſcheif was greateſt, till this meraing that he hath ſent his Grace the Duke of Albemarle, whoen 
he hath called forte aſſiſt him in this great occaſion, to put hit happy and ſocceſsfull hand to the finiſhing this memorable deliverance. Abone 
the Tower the ſeaſonable orders given for placking down Houſes to ſecure the Hagszins of Powder, was more eſpecially ſucceſsful, that part 
being up the Wind, not with ſtanding which it came almoſt to the very Gates of it, ſo as by this early proviſion, the ſeverall ſtores of War lod- 
ged inthe Tower were entirely ſaved : And we have further this infinite cauſe particularly to give God thanks that the Fire did not happen in 
any Of thoſe places where his Majeſties Naval ſtores are kept, ſo as tho it hath pleaſed God to viſit us with his on hand, he hath not, by diſ- 
furnifhing us with the means of carrying on the War, ſubjected us to our enemies. It muſt be obſerved, that this Fire happened in 2 part of 
the Town, where tho the Commodit ics were not very i ich, yet they were ſo bulky that they could not well be removed, ſo that the [ahabuants 
of that part whete it firft began have ſuſt. ĩ qed very great loſs, but by the beſt irquiry we can make, the other parts of the Town, here the 
Commodities were of greater value, took the Alarm ſo early, that they ſaved moſt of their Goods of value, which poſſibly may have di- 
micifhed the loſs z though ſome thick, that it the whole induftry of the Inhabitants had been applyed to the ſtopping of the fire, ard not to 
the ſaving of their particular Goods, the ſucceſs miglit have been much bettet, not onely to the Publick, but to many of them in their own 
particulars. Through this ſad Accident, it is eafic to be imagited how many Perſons were neceſſitated to remove themſelves and Goods 
into the open fields, where they were forced to continue ſome time, which ceuld not but work compaſſion in the beholders ; but his Maje- 
fties care was moſt ſigaall in this occafion, who, beſides his p.rſonal) pains, was frequent in conſultirg all wayes for relieving thoſe di- 
ſtreſſed perſons, which produced lo good effect, as wel! by hi: Majefties Proclamations, and the Orders iſſued to the Neighbour Juſtices 
of the Peace, to encourage the ſending in proviſions to the Marke: which are publickly known, as by other directions, that when his Maje- 
ſty, fearing leſt other Orders might nor have been ſufficient, had commanded the Viftualer of his Navy, to ſend Bread into Moor- elat, for 
the relief of the poor, which for more ſpeedy ſupply he ſent in Bi, ket out of the Sea ſtores; it was found, that the Markets had been 
already fo well ſupplyed, that the people, being unacuſtomed to that kind of Bread, declined it, aud fo. ic Was returned in great part 
to his Majefties: Stores again, without uſe made of it. | 4 
And we cannot but obſcrye, to the conſutat ion of all his Ma jeſties Enemies, who endeavoured to perfwade the World abroad of great 
partics and diſaſection at home againſt his Mijefties Govetnment ; Thas a greater inſtance of the affeQions of this City could never be 
given, then hath been now given ia this ſad and deplorable Accident, when, if at any time diſorder might Ave been expected from the 
loſſes, diſtrad ions, and almoſt deſperation of ſame perſons in their private fortunes, thouſands of people not having had Habitations to 
cover them. And. yet, in all this time, it hath been ſo far from any appearance of deſignes, or attempts againſt his Majeſtics Government, 
that his Majeſty and his Royal Brother, out of theit care to ſtep and prevent the ſire, frequently expoſing their Perſons with very ſmall at- 
tendints in all parts of the Town, ſometimes even to be intermixed with thoſe who laboured in the buſineſs ; yet nevertheleſs, there hath 
not been obſerred ſo much as a murmuring word to fall from any; but on the contrary, even thoſe perſons whoſe lofles rendred their 
condicions moſt deſperate,and to be fir objects of others Prayers, beholding thoſe frequent inflances of his Majefties Care of his p:ople, 


forgor their own miſery, and filled the Streets with their Prayers for his Majeſly, whoſe trouble they ſeemed: ro compaſſionate before 
their own. | |
